Looking to “the 
strength ef Lord Roberts army by the 
time! ha reaches the Vaal river it} is 
not surprising that General Warren’s 
division is retained in Natal. An  ad- 
vanre of two armies on separate lines 
will be quite the best form of opera- 
tions to crush the enemy’s forces, and 
bring about his absolute submission. 
The Boers cannot longer afford to 
divide their forces. Serious resist- 
ance; in Natal would enable Lord (Rob- 
erts' toi cross the Vaal and‘compromise 
the Boer force in Natal wi'th {serious 
resistance, and Blandfort or Venters- 
berg, would enable General Buller to 
pass the mountains and threaten the 
Boer communications.

THE GREAT NORTH. 
Toronto Mail, says: Mr. C. T. Har- 
vey, C. E., delivered an interesting ad- 
dress before the Canadian institute on 


Saturday night onexplorations§ in 


Northwestern Canada, with special re- 
ferenre to the work of J. W. Tyrrell 
and C. C. Fuirchild. These two parties 
ha've been appointed by the Dominion 
government io ascertain the topo- 
graphical conditions of the narrowest 
divide between the great waters of 
Hudson’s Bay and that of the vast 
Mat:kenzis river basin, the third larg- 
ext. of the kind on this continent. 

Mr. Harvey pointed out that Messrs. 
Tyrrell and Fairchild were at theipre- 
aent time on the shores of the Atha- 
basi river, engaged in a snowshoe 
journey of from 1,209 to 1,596 sniles 
They were fitted out with the fmost 
complete; apparatus, and supplies for a 
yenr in’ advance were sent tothe east- 
ern, end of Great Slave lake. An Ed- 
monton paper of 15th February an- 
nounced thant the party would leave 
for the north the next day. Estimating 
the! rate: of progress at 20 miles fy day, 
they, would reach Fort Reliance about 
May ist. 

The speaker described at some length 
the extent of the Mackenzie basin: The 
river was navigable from the Arctic 
ozenn to the easiern end of Great Slave 
lake, som2 1,500 miles, by vessel ‘with 
drought) o7 10 feet, and with dredging 
eft] two points the largest ocean isteam- 
ers\could make the trips To the G6outh- 
west vessels drawing 6 feet of »water 
eculd: zo from the Arctic ocean ito the 
southern extremity of Peace river, 
2,400 miles, with but two interruptions, 
one: at Fort Smith, on account of 15 
miles of rapids, and the other at the 
foothills of ihe Rocky mounitaing, 
where the river descended 1,000 feet in 
10 miles, with mountains a mile high 
on either side, affording scenery which 
would yet become famous. In the 
Markenzie valley alone’ there were 
9,000 miles of navigable channels, This 
With 3,000 miles in the Yukon-,river 
basin, embraced au area larger than 
Europe, minus Russia. 

The speaker referred to the climate 
and; the value to che country of such 
explorations as were being made.

CAPE NOME. 

The following information regarding 
Cape Nome was given the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat by J. S. Williams, who 
has just returned from Alaska after 
pacsing a number of years in that 
eountry. Speaking of the gold-bear- 
ing sea shore he said: “The formia- 
tion of this beach’ country is jprecisely 
the same as that of the bogs in Ire- 
land and Scotland. It is called the 
tundra. All along the surface is the 
marsh, filled with matted moss, which 
the Scotch and Irish call peat, and 
which may be dried and used for fuel— 
an important maiter where timber is 
soi difficult: of access, Below this sur- 
face of marsh and moss lie what are 
ralled the ‘ruby sands.’ It is from 
these sands most of the grain gold 
has been - taken. This Nome 
gold is a continuation of the same ; 
ramge that is found in Dawson, 1,600 
miles to the sou'ttheast. Dawson, is one 
of the richest and most interesting 
gold regions in the world. I have {min- 
ing interests in both places, and am 
therefore without partiality. Where 
the most aittractive features of Nome 
rome2 in is that it is the poor man’s 
country. Here the hardy adventurer 
is on equality with the man of millions, 
sg far as individual effort is consern- 
ed. The only way wealth counts in ihe 
Nome country is thajt it hires pther 
men, and one man thus realizes on; the 
labors of many. There is oue very im- 
portant matter, with regard to get- 
ting into Nome, which interests all who 
expact to make the trip. The greater 
number will go by water all the way. 
These will meet the ice floe foming 
down and probably be blocked ior 
weeks. Others will take advantage of 
den bought experience and make the 
trip by another route, getting into ‘ihe 
Yukon river at its head waters, and 
following the ice floe to the ‘sea.’ Those 
who get into Cape Nome first will go up 
the Lynn canal, by inland sea-way, fone 
of the most wonderful and beautiful 
voynies in the world. This will take 
them to Skagway. Thence they will 
go by vail 42 miles, over Chilkoot moun- 
tain ta Lake Bennett and throvgt'the 
chain of lakes to the nearest © point 
about the source of the Yukon river, 
where portage overland for 40 miles 
will put them aboard the Yukon steam 
ers and thence down the river to a 
point called Anvic, a Russian mission 
or the Yukon. From Anvic overland 
75 miles and they are on the golden

NORTHERN TREATY. 

Mr. David Laird, Indian commission- 
er, has issued a circular announcing 
the dates and places through the ‘west 
for the purpose of paying the Indians 
admitted into the treaty oi last year 
and, of receiving into treaty such oth- 
er Indians of the Athabasca and Peace 
river districts and other territory ad- 
jevent as are willing to accept treaty 
conditiona. The party will leave 
earlier than’ that of last year in order 
toa meet the Indians at St. Johm on the 
Peape river, who are in’ the habit of 
leaving early in the spring for the 
bunting grounds. Mr. James A. Mac- 
rae, of the Indian department staffat 
Ottawa, will take charge of the tparty. 
All treaty points were covered Jast 
year except St. John and Fort’ Re- 
splution.

ROBERT'S STRATEGY. 
London, March §.--Lord Roberts’ 
second turning movement was a sim- 
ple but effective tactica] manoeuvre. 


The Dutch forces were holding a 
deable entrenched position about 10 
miles in length uorth and south of 


the Modder river. Lord Roberts does 
not explain his own strategy in {his 
bulletin, but it can be inferred from 
the press despatches which have al- 
ready appeared, that he stationed 
one division north of the river and 
tivo divisions south of it, and then 
posted French, with the cavalry bri- 
gades, at the end of his own line 
northward, and ordered him to make 
a reconnaissance in force. He created 
in this the impression that he vould 


turn the enemy’s position north- 
ward, because wherever French’s 
brigades were massed, a flanking 


movement might be expected. ‘ He 
then brought French’s brigade around 
to the opposite end of the line, “nd 
turned the enemy’s position south- 
ward, enabling Kelly-Kenny’s divis- 
ion to advance without oppdsitioin.

A comparison 

London, March 8th: An additional 
easualty list of 112 kilied, 596: wounded, 
andi 54 missing. was a painful surprise 
yesterday.

BPuller’s 10 days fighting for the relief 
of Ladysmith, and about 5,500 dur- 
ing the entire campaign on the ffug- 
elon. \ The-results justified the high 
cost of these operajiions, but the fac- 
ility with which Lord Roberts  suc- 
eseds in tmanoeuvring the enemy 
out of strong positions without run- 
ninkt up a butcher’s® bill induces ° re- 
flection upon the comparative merits 
of the tactics in Natal and the Free 
State. ' 
Unhappy Mafeking. 

From Maifeking on the 19th Feb. 
comes the word that, apparently, 
typhoid malaria bas broken out in 
the women’s iaager, and dysentry) 
d@ue to the absence of vegetables, is 
rife among the garrison. We are 
upon our own resources. Such luxur- 
ie as we had, are exhausted, or have 
been commandered for the hospitals, 


which are filled to overflowing. The 
children’s graveyard, close to the 
women’s laager grows weekly, as 


the young lives are cut short -prem- 
aturely by shell ané fever. We look 
with hope for relief. The cheerful- 
ness which was characteristic of the 
early days of the siege, has almosi de- 
serted us, the men preferring to -re- 
mhin' at! their posts, rather than {move 
about and work up an appetite, {which 
cannet be satislied. The natives are in 
the worst plight. Those who are unable 
to obtain work are allowed’ a jsmall 
hand‘ul of meal daily. Many, braving 
danger, wander about the town 
with gaunt and hungry faces, in ! 
search of work, which entitles them 
ta am extra ration of meal. If they 
find work they are too weak {to per- 


form it. From their advanced posis 
the Boers rake the streets and'market 
equare. It is impossible to dodge 
their bullets. . We have itaken re- 
markable precautions, however, and 
the casualties, though heavy, are 
not what they might have been ‘bad 
less able men been at the head of 


offairs. Even the headquarters mess 
fares scanty. Like the saints under 
the altar, we cry, “How long, O Lord, 


how long?’ Two hundred and ninety- 
two persons have been killed, wounded 
or died of disease. The garrison is@& 
small that it would be criminal to 
maake its weakness public, but there 
is| never as muth{ as a whisper of any 
one suggesting the possibility of 
surrender. We do not mean to get 
beaten, and we are cheerfully en- 
during the hardships of to-day rath- 
er than make a surrender in any 
degree possible to-morrow, 

Disposing of Cronje. 

London, March 8.—The military au- 
therities have decided that General 

ronje and other Boer prisoners shall 
be sent immediately to the island tf 
St. Helena, and there remain until 
the end of the war. Lord Roberts 
has chosen Col. Bathurst (colonel of 
a militia regiment at the front) fo 
command the escort to St. Helena\ 
which last month was placed in .ca- 
ble communication with Cape Town 
and London. It is also asserted that 
the cabinet is resolved neither to 
propose nor entertain proposals a't 
the present juncture for an exchange 
of prisoners. 
Herces of Ladysmith. 

The naval brigade from Ladysmith 
arrived at Durban on the 8th in com- 
mand oi Capt. Lambeton.: They num- 
ber about two hundred, and were ¢n- 
thusiastically received. The railway 
station| was lined with men from HM. 
S, Terrible and the meeting of com- 
rages caused many touching scenes. 
When the gunners, who played such an 
important part in the defence of jLady- 
smith, marched down the street headed 
byi the band and flags of the Terrible 
and carrying the tattered Union Jack 
from 'the H. M. S. Powerful, which thad 
flown throughout the siege of Lady- 
smith, the cheering was tumultuous. 
The crowd which assembled was of im- 
mense proportions. Lunch was pre- 
pared and served in a shed adjacent, 
to the railway station and the - men 
ate heartily. ‘The majority of them 
looked well, but showed signs of fhe 
rough work and fatigue they had wn- 
dergone. Their uniforms bore many 
tokens of wear and tear. After lunch, 
headed. by, Capt. Percy Scott, the naval 
commandant at Durban, the men 
marched to the place of embarkation 
for Simontown. 

An Exemy’s Criticisin. 

The London Standard correspondent 
sends some interesting remarks by 
Col. Albrecht on the conduct’ of the 
war, He expressed the opinion that 
the British tactics up to Magersfontein 
had been stupid, but praised the strat- 
egy adopted since then by Lord Rob- 
erts and blamed Cronje for ‘the blund- 
erin locking up his meniin'‘a hole in- 
stead of occupying kop}es. 

An American View. 

The New York Sun says: “Experi- 
ence of defeat is new tothe Boers and 
itjis possible it may crush their ‘spirit. 
For the first timed in fivefmonths of 
fighting they are ‘beginning to feel 
the bitterest smart of war. Here- 
tofore they have been victorious al- 
ways, butt now they have enteredon az 
series of defeatis the end’ of which is 
not discernable. It is a new test of 
their endurance and we shall have to 
wait to see how they. will bear it.

At Ladysmith. 

The Boers have gotten quite away 
from around Ladysmith without los- 
ing a gun or their baggage.

The enemy had ar- 
tillery in action on Tuesday, and ithey 
probably utilized both railroads in re- 
treating, sending heavy pieces to Pre- 
toria and lighter ones ino the Free 
State. 

Boer Army 75,000. 

Dr. Leyds says General Joubert is 
assembling 50,000 men at Winburg, 70 
miles northeast of Bloemfontein. Col- 
onel Albrecht, according to a despatch 
fromPaardeberzg, affirms ‘that the 
Boérs have 75,000 men left. 


Losses at Ladysmith. 

The London Times’ correspondent at 
Ladysmith, says: ‘We could possibly 
have held out for six weeksJonger, but 
sickness and paucity of ammunition 
would have limited our power of tre- 
sisting assaults like that of January 
6. Originally there were 12,000 sold- 
iers, 2,000 civilians and 4,000 natives pn 
the town. Eight thousand of the sold- 
iers) passed through the hospital. The 
denth' rate was low till January. The 
inprease was due to the exhaustion of 
medivines. It is impossible to ex- 
aggerate the privations of the sick 
since) the middle of January. Once’ a 
man was down he was practically lost. 
Rations for the fighting men just suf+ 
ficed to keep them together. The 
last fortnight saw a majerity of the 
field batteries unhorsed, and guns per- 
manently posted and the cavairy and 
drivers were converted into  infan- 
try. The line of defence was construct- 
ed in view. of a finalcontingency: if the 
outer works should be carried. Since 
the siege began the following casual- 
ties have. occurred : fog 

“Killed—24 officers and 235 men. 

“Died of disease—6 officers and $40 
men. 

“Wounded—70 officers and 520 men. 

*Total—1,195. 

“This list does not include casualties 
among white civilians.” 


Ineffective Lyddite. 


The correspondent of the Daily News 
at Modder river in a despatch ‘dated 
March 3, says that he conversedjiwith 
Boer prisoners,including Commandants 
Wolvarens, A]brecht, and Ross. They 
declared that the lyddite shells thrown 
by the British at Paardeberg did fit- 
tle} harm in the trenches. They often 
exploded a few yards away, and the 
concussion was not felt. Command- 
ant Albrecht said that the British 
horse artillery was too light for field 
work, otherwise it was excellent. It 
didi all the damage that was done{The 
Boers say they understand now that 
there can only be one end to the war 
The\ Free State Boers are hitter again- 
st President Steyn, but the Transvaal 
Boers say that many of the burghers 
of that republic will fight to the bitter 
end. ° 


Brains, not Blood. 

Lord Roberts wired yesterday morn- 
ing from Osfontein and in the evening 
from Poplar Grove, i4 miles eastward 
that by an application of the element- 
ary principle of strategy, the Boer posi- 
tions, 15 miles long across his path have 
been made empty, and their holders 
have been obliged to retire in Zonfu- 
sion consequent upon hasty with- 
drawal. Nothing was done by Lord 
Roberts to disturb the symmetry,of the 
deadly ingenuity of the Boer trenches 
in front of him.

St-yn Prophesies, 

Mr. A. G. Hales, the correspondent

day, says “While I was a prisoner at 
Bloemfontein I had an interesting in- 
terview with President Steyn. He said 
the burghers were . determined to 
fight to the last man, and that the 
struggle in the Free State would be 
child’s play compared with what would 
follow in the Transvaal. President 

Steyn predicted tiat the capitulation 

of Pretoria would be preceded by 
events which would astonish Europe. 
He bippointed a deputy president to re- 
main at Bloemfontein during his ab- 
sence at Pretoria in the interests of the 
Free State.”

Must Mafeking Fall.

There has been heavy fighting this 
week and the Boers have been shelling 
the tewn from ali the forts they have 
captured. Colonel Baden-Powell clear- 
edall the natives out of the town, but 
the Boers drove them back. The Boers 
are preparing for a final assault with 
the idea that the-caipture of Mafeking 


will raise the drooping spirits of the 
burghers. :

THPESHING RETURNS. 

Threshing returns for last year have 
just been published by the government 
of the Northwest Territories and show 
some interesting results. According to 
the{fizgures given the production of 
wheat in Assiniboia, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta totalled up the satisfactory 
quantity of 6,946,997 bushels, as 
against 5,542,478 bushels in 1898. The 
number of acres from which this wheat 
was taken was 364,777, and 307,580 
respectively. The number of bushels 
of oats in 1899 was : 4,740,993, as 
against 3, 316,259 in 1898. The num- 
ber of acres sown to oats was 136,416 
105,077. The barley crop of the Ter- 
ritories is a comparatively small one 
and fell off last year. The number 
of bushels threshed was 342,435, as 
against 449,512 ini898. This yieid 
was obtained from 14,633 acres; as 
against 17,092 acres in 1898. -While 
the returns include substantially the 
whole, produbtion of the Territories 
they are incomplete to the extent 
that!
